At 9 p.m. Jan. 16, President George 
Bush addressed the nationfrom the 
Oval Office. His remarks are quoted 
in their entirety: 

"Five months ago, Saddam Hussein 
started this cruel war against Kuwait; 
tonight the battle has been joined. 
This military action, taken in accord 
with United Nadons resolutions and 
with the consent of the United States 
Congress, follows months of constant 
and virtually endless diplomatic ac- 
So the-pait of theUnited nations, - 
ihe United States- and many,^many- 
other countries. " 

Arab leaders sought .^rfu^ becaine , 
kno^ as an Arab sblotiem, to 
conclude that Saddam Hussein was 
unwilling to leave Kuwait. Others 
travelled to Bagdad in a variety of 
efforts to restore peace and jtktic^ 
Our Secretary of Stati; Janv^Balcer 
held an historic meeting in Geneva 
only to be totally rebuffed. 

This past weekend, ia a last ditch 
effort, the secretary general of the 
United Nations went to the Middle 
East with peace in his heart - his 
second such mission, and h| came 
back#offlfSa^dad^di no liogresir 
at all in getting Saddam Hupm to 
withdraw from Kuwait, _* 

Now, the 28 countries with fSrces in 
the gulf area have exhausted all 
reasonable efforts to readb: a peaceful 
resolution, have no choice but to drive 
Saddam from Kuwait by force. We 
will not fail. 

As I report to you, air attacks are 
underway against military targets in 
Iraq. We are determined to knock out 
Saddam Hussein's nuclear bomb 
potefidal. Wis will also de^c^ Us 
chemical weapons facilities. Much of 
Saddam's artillery and tanks will be 
destroyed. 

^Our ijperations are designed_to 
^rbtea ifieT^B^ of^dFtbe coaE^S^ 
forces by targeting Sadjiaoi's Vast 
military arsenal. 

Initial reports from General 
Sch^x^rzkopf are that our operations 
are proceeding according to plan. 

Our objectives are clear. Saddam 
Hussein's forces will leave Kuwait. 
The le^timate government of Kuwfflt 
will be restored to its rightfiil place 
and Kuwait will once again be free. 

Iraq will eventually comply with all 
relevant United Nations resolutions 



and then when peace is restored, it is 
our hope that Iraq will leave as a 
peacefid and cooperative member of 
the family of natiDds, thus enliaii<ang 
the security and stability of the gulf. 

Some may ask, "Why act now? Why 
not wait?" The answer is cle#. The 
world could wait no longer. 

Sanctions, though having soMe ef- 
fect, showed no signs of accomplishing 
their objective. Sanctions were tried 
for well over five months mid we and 
- our allies concluded ^at sanctions 
alone would not force Saddam^from 
Kuwait.

no threat to his own. He subjected the 
people^of j^uwait- to, unspeakable 
atrodtie^ ai^ among those, ii^med^ 
and murclered innoce^ cUBren.

infinitely more dangerous 1)^apon of 
mass destruction, a nuclear weapon.

While the worl3waite(^ while 
Saddam stalled, more' damage was 
being done to the fragile economies of 
the Third World, the emerging 
democracies of Eastern Europe, to 
the entire world, including to our own 
economy. 

The United States, together mth the 
United Nations, exhausted every 
means at our disposal to bring this 
crisis to a peaceful end. However, 
Saddam clearly felt that by stedlii^ and 
threatening and defying the Umted 
Nations he could weaken the forces 
arrayed against him.

Saddam prepared for war. I had 
hoped that when the United States 
Coi^ess, in historic debate, took its 
resohite action Saddam would realize 
he could not prevail and would move 
out of Kuwait in accord with the 
United Nations resolutions. He did 
not do that. 

Instead, he remained intransigent, 
certain that time was on his side. Sad- 
dam was warned over and over again 
to comply with will of the United Na- 



tions - leave Kuwait or be driven out. 
Saddam has arrogantly rejected all 
warnings. InsteadI, he tried to make 
this a dispute between Iraq and the 
United States of America. 

Well, he failed. Toni^t, 28 nations, 
countries from five continents - 
Europe and Asia, Africa and the Arab 
Les^e - have forces in the gulf area 
standing" shoulder-to- shoulder against 
Saddam Hussein. These countries 
had hoped ^ Use (tf force could be 
avoided. Regrettably, we now believe-

Prior to ordering our forces into'bat-

:e every necessary step 
to prevail as quickly as possible and 
with_thtj^;e^ttB^^^ee^ protection 
possible for American and allied ser- 
vicemen and women. I've told the 
American people before that this will 
not be another Vietnam, 

And I repeat this here tonight, our 
troops wll hjHfe flitf t^t possible sup- 
port in the entire world. And they will 
not be asked to fight with one hand 
tied behind their back. 

I'm hopeM that this fighting will not 
go onfforlong and that casualties will 
be held to an absolute minimum. This 
is an historic moment. We have in this 
past year miade great progress in en- 
ding the long era of conflict and cold 
war. We have before us the oppor- 
tunity to forge for ourselves and for 
future generations a new world order, 
a world Where the rule of taw, hot the 
law of the jungle, governs the conduct 
of nations. When we are successful, 
and we mil be, we have a real chance 
at this new world order, an order in 
which a ci^dMe tJnited Nations can 
use its peacekeepmg role to fulfil the 
promise.

Safety Comen Anatomy of an accident 



Before an accident, there are hidden 
causes. Water spills, like other 
hazards, don't just happen: they're 
caused by unsafe attitudes, nttsafe be- 
haviors and unsafe conditions. By 
recognizing how unsafe practices 
cause accidents, you can prevent them 
before they happen. 

Before an accident, unsafe attitudes 
are the seeds of an accident about to 
sprout. The/re the thoughts and feel- 
ings of yoHTB^jMBfe^ Sipiia g^^ 
boredom, overconfidence or recess- '= 
ness. Your unsafe side is in control 
when you're easily distracted, ab- 
sentminded, nished or inattentive. 

Unsafe behaviors are the deriving 
force of accidents. They're the actions 
that yow W^afe side chooses: passmg 
thebudt, taking shortcuts or ignoring 
warning s%ds. Yotir unsafe side is in 



charge whenever you take uimeces- 
sary risks, join in horseplay or use tools 
improperly. 

Unsafe conditions are accidents 
waiting to happen. They're the 
hazards your unsafe side^ creates: a 
spill, an obstruction; something 
broken, something missing; leaking 
chemicals, flying objects. Your unsafe 
side is in control whenever you don't 
prevent, remove and report safety 
ards, _ ~-"

Most health
